ALIEN GERMANS 


Madison, Wis., March 18, 1018 . 


To Editor New North: 


I have been requested by the De- 


partment of Justice to draw upon 
your good nature and your patriot- 
ism once more in giving publicity 
to the requirements relating to the 
matter of the change of residence 
by German alien enemies.

able mail for the troops, reference!

tion when a letter is addressed lo.

Jeremiah Smith. In addition to Ihe 
given name of the addresse, and his 
iille, there should also be added the 
full name of the unit or organization 
lo which the addressee is assigned, 
it being sufficient in Ihe way of fur-!

letters, postcards and packages be 
not addressed with lead pencil, and 
lhat every piece of mail matter bear 
the name and address of the send- 
er so that in the case of non-deliv- 
ery letters may be promptly return- 
ed Jo the senders.

before it reaches the delivery points
